Dr.  Sammy  Oxendine  has  served  East  Coast  Bible 
College  since  its  inception:  as  a  member  of  the  original 
board  of  trustees  (1975-76);  as  vice  president  and 
academic  dean  (1977-95);  as  director  of  finance  (1977- 
78);  as  registrar  (1980-85);  as  dean  of  students  (1985-

According  to  Dr.  Oxendine,  his  greatest  reward  for 
serving  at  ECBC  has  been  to  see  the  development  of 
the  students  both  while  in  school  and  after  gradua- 
tion.
